Swan Lake: The White Swan

The second act of Swan Lake is one of the greatest scenes in the Russian classic 
repertory, Frequently presented on its own, it shows the first meeting between 
Prince Siegfried and the Swan Queen Odette. Siegfried has come at night-fall to the 
shores of a lake he has seen from his palace gardens. As the swans land, they 
transformed into young maidens. Their Queen, Odette, tells Siegfried that they are 
under the spell of Von Rothbart, an evil magician, who forces them to assume the 
shape of swans by day. Only by night are they able to return to human form. This 
enchantment will be broken when aman swears to love Odette faithfully. Siegfried, 
enraptured by Odette’s beauty and tragic plight, swears to love her, but as dawn 
breaks, Odette and her maidens must become swans again, leaving Siegfried 
distraught and alone.

One of the supreme achievements of the Romantic ballet of the 1840s, "Giselle” has 
been preserved in Russia in uninterrupted performance for more than 140 years. In 
its first act, Giselle, a simple village maiden, has been deceived in loye be the young 
Count Albrecht, and after going mad, has died of a broken heart. In the second act, 
Albrecht comes at night to bring flowers to her forest grave. Giselle has become a 
”wili” - a ghostly night dancer who is ordered by the queen of the Willis to force 
Albrecht to dance to death. Instead, Giselle’s love for him has survived death, and 


in a celebrated and beautiful pas de deux she dances with him, protecting and still 
adoring the contrite Albrecht.

Adapted from scenes in Cervantes’ epic novel, Marius Petipa’s full-length ballet 
Don Quixote was created at the Bolshoi Theatre in Moscow in 1869. Later 
choreographers, notably Alexander Gorsky, have edited the staging, but it remains 
one of the most popular and joyous of ballets in the classical Russian repertory. Its 
most dazzling sequence is the grand pas de deux which ends the ballet, wherein the 
hero Basilio and his beloved Kiui, are finally united. 


AKIVA TALMI-PRODUCER 
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JANA KUROVA in addition to being one of the world’s foremost Prima 
Ballerinas, has the distinction of being the daughter of Miroslav Kura, the famed 
choreographer. She began her training under her parents’ tutelage, at age ten (they 
had both been students of Aleksandr Pushkin at the Leningrad Vaganova School of 
Ballet), and continued her studies at the State Conseryatory in Prague and the 
Moscow Academic Choreographic School, under such greats as Galina K. 
Kuznetzova, Nina V. Tchistova and Yuri T. Zdanoy. In 1978, Ms. Kurova became 
a principal dancer with the Ballet Company of the National Theatre, in Prague. 


Ms. Kurova’s repertoire includes the leading roles in no less than 33 ballets, 
including Swan Lake, Giselle, Sleeping Beauty, Nutcracker, La Fille Mal Gardee, 
Raymonda, Les Sylphides, Satanella, and The Birds. Her awards include:

Joining the National Ballet of Czechoslovakia in 1990, he 
became the youngest leading artist in the history of the company. His repertory 
includes leading roles in Don Quixote, Swan Lake, Sleeping Beauty, Nutcracker, ~ 
Giselle, La Sylphide, La Vivandiere, La Esmaralda, Grand Pas Classique, La Peri, 
Light, etc. Mr. Fetcho has made guest appearances with the Kirov ballet and has 
toured Westem Europe extensively. The Glasnost tour marks his USA debut. 


VLADIMIR KIM, isa graduate of the famed Vaganova School in Leningrad. 
Winner of the Varna International Ballet Competition, Viktorovich-Kim is an artist 
with the Kirov Ballet. Viktorovich-Kim was personally selected for the Glasnost 
festival by Kirov’s artistic director Mr. Oleg Vinogradov. His repertory includes 
Flames of Paris, Stanella, Swan Lake, Giselle, Don Quixote, etc. His international 
tours include the USA and Western Europe. 


MARGARITA KULLICK is a graduate of the famed Vaganova School in 
Leningrad. Winner of the Vama International Ballet Competition, Kullick is an 
artist with the Kiroy Ballet. Kullick was personally selected for the Glasnost 
Festival by Kirov’s artistic director Mr. Oleg Vinogradov. Her repertory includes 
Flames of Paris, Satanella, Swan Lake, Giselle, Don Quixote, etc. Her international 
tours include the USA and Western Europe. 








VADIM BONDAR was born in Moscow. Bondar isa graduate of the Moscow 
Academic Choreographic School. One of Russia’s leading young dancers, Bondar 
is the winner of the Paris International Ballet competition, He danced with the 
Stanislavsky and Nemirovich-Danchenko theatres and has appeared asa guest artist 
with the Bolshoi in principal roles. His repertory features full length works Don 
Quixote, Bayadere, Diana and Acteon, Esmeralda and others. Bondar has toured 
internationally in Japan, Italy, Canada and the USA. 





TATIANA CHERNOBROVKINA was bom in Saratoy. She is a winner 
of the Moscow International Ballet Competition considered by many the most 
prestigious competition worldwide. Chernobrovkina is a graduate of the Moscow 
Academic Choreographic School and has danced with the Stanislavsky and 
Nemirovich-Danchenko theatres. One of Russia’s rising young stars, Tatiana has 
appeared as guest artist with the Bolshoi in principal roles. Her repertory includes 
leading roles in full length Don Quixote, Bayadere, Diana and Acteon and others. 
She has toured internationally in Japan, Italy, Canada, and North America. 








ALEXEI MALYKIN was born in Gubkin, Belorodskaya Oblast. He is a 
graduate of the Moscow Academic Choreographic School and an artist with the 
Bolshoi Theatre. Ife has most recently been seen with the Bolshoi Opera during 
their 1991 USA tour in the Ballet-Opera Mlada. Malykin’s repertory includes 
Giselle, Raymonda, Swan Lake, and Mlada among others. His tours abroad include 
Cuba, USA, Spain, Japan, France, and Canada. 


SVETLANA IVANOVA SMIRNOVA was born in Moscow. Winner of 
the highest dance award in the Russia: “Peoples” Artist of the USSR”, Smirnova is 
a graduate of the Moscow Academic Choreographic School, and she has been a 
guest artist with the Bolshoi Ballet. Her repertory includes leading roles in Giselle, 
Raymonda, Swan Lake, ete. Her tours abroad include Portugal, Canada, Italy, and 
France. 


DMITRI ZABABOURINE was born in Moscow, Russia. He graduated 
from the Moscow Academic Choreographic School. He is an artistof the Moscow 
Stanislavsky Theatre whose International Tours include Italy, Spain, Latin America, 
and Japan. 
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
